FEDERAL OFFICERS. 

Hon. HoYT H. Wheeler, of Jamaica, district judge, 
was born in Chestei iield, N. H., August 30, 1833 ; re- 
ceived an academical education at Chesterfield Academy 
and Newfane, Vt. ; read law with the late Hon. Charles 
K. Field, then of Newfane, and with Bradley & Kel- 
logg, of Brattleboro ; was admitted to the bar of Wind- 
ham county in I859, located in Jamaica the same 
year. Judge Wheeler represented Jamaica in I867, and 
was a senator from Windham county in 1868 and '69. 
In the latter year he was elected a judge of the supreme 
court, which position he continuously occupied until 
March 3I, I877, when he resigned, having been ap- 
pointed by President Hayes judge for the district of 
Vermont. Religious preference, Congregationalist, 
and in politics is a republican. 

Hon. KiTTREDGE Haskins, of Brattleboro, district 
attorney, was born in Dover, Vt., April 8, I836; was 
educated at the public schools, read law, was admitted 
to the bar of Windham county in I858, and located in 
Bratdeboro in I863. He was first lieutenant of Co. I» 
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16th regiment Vt. Vols., in the war of the rebellion, 
was state's attorney from I870 to '72, represented 
Brattleboro in the legislature of the latter year, and 
was appointed by President Hayes district attorney in 
I880. Religious preference. Episcopalian, and in pol- 
itics is a republican. 

Hon. Bradley B. Smaller, of Burlington, clerk of 
the district court of Vermont, was born in Jericho, Vt., 
Nov. 26, I836, and removed to Burlington in I839. 
Mr. Smalley received a common school and academic 
education; studied law with his father, the late Hon. 
David A. Smalley ; was appointed district clerk in 1861, 
and admitted to the bar ot Chittenden county in I863. 
He represented the city of Burlington in the legisla- 
ture of I874 and again in '78, and has held various mu- 
nicipal otiiices in his adopted city. Religious prefer- 
ence. Episcopalian, and in politics is a democrat. 

General William Wirt Henry, of Burlington, 
marshal, was born in Waterbury, Vt., Nov. 2I, I83I; 
ceceived a common school and academical education, 
located in Burlington in 1868, and engaged in the 
manufacture and sale of proprietary and other medi- 
cines. Gen: Henry was commissioned first lieutenant 
of Co. D, 2d Vt. Vols. ; promoted successively major, 
lieutenant colonel, colonel of the loth Vt. Vols., and 
for gallant services on the field was made brigadier 

feneral by brevet. He has held several municipal of- 
ces in both his native town and adopted ci^. In 
I865-66-67 he was a member of the senate from the 
county of Washington and in I874-75 ^^om the county 
of Chittenden, and was appointed marshal by President 
Hayes in I879. Religious preference, Congregation- 
alist, and in politics is a republican. 

General William Wells, of Burlington, collector 
of customs, was born in Waterbury, Vt, Dec. I4, 
I837; received an academical education at Barre, Vt., 
and Kimball Union Academy, of Meriden« N. H., and 
engaged in mercantile life. Early in the war of the 
rebellion he enlisted as a private in Co. C, 1st Vt 
Cav.« received successive promotions as first lieuten- 
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ant, captain, major, colonel, brevet brigadier, brigadier, 
and brevet major £;eneral of volunteers. In I865 and 
^66 he representee! his native town in the legislature. 
In 1866 he was elected adjutant and inspector geneial, 
which position he held b^ successive elections ml May, 
I872, when he was appomted by President Grant col- 
lector of customs, and the same year located in Bur- 
lin^on. Religious preference. Episcopalian, and in 
politics is a republican. 

Hon* John C. Stearns, of Bradford, collector of in- . 
ternal revenue, was born in Chelsea, Feb. 11, 183I. He 
is a merchant, and located in Bradford in I844 ; was edu- 
cated at the common schools and Bradford Academy. 
Was a private and sergeant major of the 1st, and adjutant 
of the 9th regiment of Vt Vols. He was a delegate to 
the Chicago convention in 1868. He was United 
States assessor of internal revenue for the 2d district of 
Vermont from I870 to '73» ^nd a senator from Orange 
county in 1878. He was appointed collector of inter- 
nal revenue for the district of Vermont by President 
Garfield in May, 1881. Religious preference, Congre*- 
gationalist, and in politics is a repubiicaii. 



CONGRESSIONAL DELEGATION. 

SENATORS. 

Hon. George F« Edmunds, of Burlin^on, senator, 
was born in Richmond, Vt, Feb. 1, I828 ; received a 
common school education and the instruction of a pri- 
vate tutor; studied law with A. B. Maynard, Esq., of 
Richmond, in I846 and '47, — with Messrs. Smalley & 
Phelps, of Burlington, in 1848 and '49 ; was admitted 
to the bar of Chittenden county in I849 ; practiced law 
in Richmond till November, IS5I, when he located in 
Burlington. In I854, '55, '57, '58 and '59 he was a 
representative in the legislature, serving as speaker of 
the house in I857, '58 and '59 ; was a member and 
president p7'o tempore of the senate in 1861 and '62. 
He was appointed United States senator, to fill the va- 
cancy occasioned by the death of tiie Hon« Solomon

Foot, and took his seat April 5, 1866; was elected for 
the remainder of the term ending March 4, I869, and 
has received three successive elections since ; his present 
term will expire 'in I887. He was a member of the 
electoral commission in I876, and is the acknowledged 
leader and president pro te?npore of the United States 
senate.. Religious preierence. Episcopalian, and in 
politics is a republican. 

Hon. Justin S. Morriix, of Strafford, was born in 
Strafibrd, Vt., April I4, 18 lo; received an academic 
education ; was a merchant, and afterward engaged in 
agricultural pursuits ; wks a representative in the 34th, 
35th, 36th, 37th, 3Sth and 39th congresses. In 1866 
he was elected to succeed the Hon. Luke P. Poland in 
the United States senate, took his seat March 4, I867, 
and has received two successive elections since, his 
present term ending March 3, 1885. Religious prefer- 
ence, Congregationalist, and in politics is a republican. 



REPRESENTATIVES. 

FIRST DISTRICT. 

Hon. John W. Stewart, of Middleburjr, represen- 
tative from the first district, was born in Middle* 
bury, Nov. I4, I825. He is a graduate of Middlebury 
College, class of '46, and was admitted to the bar of 
Addison county in I850. Besides having held the 
usual town offices, he represented Middlebury in I856, 
'57* ^64, '65, '66, '67 and was speaker of the 

house in I865, '66, ^67 and '76. He was a senator 
from Addison county in 1861-'62, and was governor of 
the state in 187o-'72, b^ing the first governor elected 
under the present biennial system. Governor Stewart 
was elected, as a republican, a member of the 48th and 
49th congresses, receiving at his last election 18,899 
votes, against 6,504 votes for George H . Simmons, dem- 
ocrat, 202 votes for C. W. B. Kidder, greenbacker, and 
23 votes scattering. 

SECOND DISTRICT. 

Hon. Luke P. Poland* of St» Johnsbury, represen- 
tative from the second district^ was born in Westford, 
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Vt., Nov. 1 , 1815. Jude^G Poland acquired his early edu- 
cation at the common schools mostly, never attending 
an academy but one term and a half in his lite. He 
read law, and at the age of twenty -one was admitted 
to the bar of Lamoille county on the first day tlie court 
was ever held in that county. He located and com- 
menced the practice of law in Morrisville, held various 
town and county offices, was elected fifth associate 
judge of the supreme court in 1 848, and with the es- 
tablishment of a circuit court in 1 850 was elected one of 
the judges thereof, which position he occupied contin- 
uously till the re-establishment of the supreme court in 
1857, when he was elected second associate judge, and 
in I860 succeeded to the chief justiceship of that court, 
which position he occupied till I865, when he was ap- 
pointed by Gov. Dillingham a United States senator, 
to fill the vacancy occasioned by the death of the Hon. 
Jacob Collamer. At the session of the legislature in 
1866, he was elected to serve the remainder of the 
term, which ended March 4, IS67. He was elected to 
the 40th, 4lst, 42d and 43d congresses from the 
second district of Vermont. He was a member of the 
general assembly from St. Johnsbury in 1 878-9. In 
1850 he removed from Morrisville to St. Johnsbury, 
where he has been engaged in an extensive practice of 
law, combining with it the duties of president of the 
First National Bank in that place. Judge Poland was 
elected, as a republican, a member of the 48th congress, 
and is an active and influential member of the judiciary 
committee of the house. Religious preference, Con- 
gregationalist* 

SECOND DISTRICT. 

Hon. William W. GrouI** ot Barton, representa- 
tive elect from the second district, was born in 
Compton, P. Q., May 24, I836. He received an aca* 
demical education, read law and took a course in the 
State and National Law Schools, Poughkeepsie, N. Y., 
graduating in I857, and immediately entered upon the 
practice of his profession, locating at Barton in I857. 
lie served in the war of the reoellion as lieutenant 
colonel of the 15th regiment Vt. Vols. In I865 and 
'66 he was state's attorney for Orleans county, and 
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was a delegate to the Chicago convention in 1868. He 
was a member of the general assembly from Barton in 
1868, '69, '70 and '74, a senator from Orleans county 
in 1876, and was president /re? tempore of the senate. 
He was elected, as a republican, a member of the 47th 
congress, and again elected to the 49th congress, re- 
ceivmg 20,026 votes, against 8,479 votes for Martin II. 
Goddard, democrat, 186 votes for Charles B. Cummings, 
greenbacker, and 65 votes scattering. Religious prefer- 
ence. Liberal. 



JUDlCIAliY. 



Hon. Homer £. Royce, of St. Albans, chief jud^e, 
republican, was born in Berkshire, Vt., in 18 19. He 
is a lawyer by profession, and located in St. Albans in 
I869. Was a member of the house from Berkshire in 
I840, ^47 and in 1861, and was a Senator from Frank- 
lin county in I849, ^5^ 'S^* ^^^^ office of 
state's attorney in I846 and '47. Was elected a mem- 
ber of congress from the third district in I856, '58 
and '60. In I870 was elected an associate judge of the 
supreme court, receiving continuous elections since, 
was appointed chief judge by Gov. Farnham in 1882, 
vice John Pierpoint, deceased, and was elected chief 
judge in I882. Religious preference. Episcopalian. 

Hon. Timothy P. Redfield« of Montpelier, first 
associate judge, was born in Coventry, Vt., Nov. 3, 
I8I2. He graduated a1»Dartmouth College, class of 
I836, read law with his brother, the late Hon. Isaac 
F. Redfield, formerly chief judge of the supreme court, 
and. was admitted to the bar of Orleans county in 
I839, settled in Irasburgh, and practiced his profes- 
sion till I848, when he removed to Montpelier. In 
1848 he was a senator from Orleans county. In 1870 
was elected an associate judge of the supreme court, 
receiving successive elections since, was appointed first 
associate judge by Governor Farnham in I882, vice 
Homer E. Royce, promoted, and was elected first as- 
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sociate judge in I882. In politics. Judge Redfield 
adheres to uie Constitution and the Law/* Religious 
preference, Episcopalian. 

Hon. Jonathan Ross, of St. Johnsbury, second as- 
sociate judge, republican, was born in Waterford, Vt., 
April 30, 1 826. He is a lawyer^ having read for that 
profession in the office of the late Hon. Wm. Hebard, 
and located in St. Johnsbury in 1 856. Was a graduate 
of Dartmouth College. Was a member of the house 
in 1865, ^66 and '67, and a senator from the county 
of Caledonia in I870. Was a member of the state 
board of education from 1866 to I870. Was one of the 
council of censors in 1868. Was elected an associate 
judge of the supreme court in 1 870, recei\'iiig successive 
elections since, was appointed second associate judge 
by Governor Fanibam in I882, vice Time. P. Redfield, 
promoted, and was elected second associate iudtje in 
I882. Religious preterence. CougregationaUst. ^ 

Hon. H. Henry Powers, of Morristown, third as- 

.sociate judge, republican, was born in Morristown, Vt., 
May 29, I833. Was a graduate of the University of 
Vermont, class of 1855. Read law with the late Hon. 
Thomas deed, of Morristown ; was admitted to the 
bar of Lamoille county in I858 ; commenced the prac- 
tice of his profession in Hyde Park, and represented 
that town in the general assembly of 1858, and he was 
state's attorney for Lamoille county in I861 and '62; 
was a member of the council of censors in 1869 and of 
the constitutional convention in I870. In l872he was 
a senator from Lamoille county. In I874 he was rep- 
resentative from Morristown, serving that year as 
speaker of the house. Was elected an associate judge 
of the supreme court in I874, receiving successive elec- 
tions since, was appointed third associate judge by Gov, 
Farnham in I882, vice Jonathan Ross, promoted, and 
w^iS elected third associate judge in 1882. Religious 
preference. Liberal. P. O. address, Morrisville. 

Hon. Wheelock G. Veazey, of Rutland, fourth as- 
sociate judge, republican, was born in Brentwood, N. 
H., Dec. 5, 1835. He graduated at Dartmouth, read 
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law and graduated in his profession at the Albany (N. 
Y.) Law School. He enlisted as a private in Co. A, 
was successively promoted to the offices of captain of 
said company^ to major and lieutenant colonel of the 
3d« and afterward made colonel of the I6th regiment 
Vermont Volunteers. He was reporter of the deci- 
sions of the supreme court from I864 to ^72 ; was sena- 
tor from Rutland county in I872 and ^3 ; register in 
bankruptcy from l875 to'78; was appointed by Gov. 
Proctor sixth associate judge of the supreme court, Nov. 
1 , I879, vke Judge Dunton, resigned, elected an asso- 
ciate judge in 1880, and appointed fourth associate judge 
by Gov. Farnham in I882, vice H. Henry Powers, pro- 
moted. He was elected fourth associate judge iu I882. 
Religious preference, Episcopalian. 

Hon. Russell S. Taft, of Burlington, fifth asso- 
ciate judge, republican, was born in Williston, Vt., Jan- 
uary 28, 1835, and located in Burlington in I853. He 
was educated at the common schools and academies, 
read law, and was admitted to the bar of Chittenden 
county in I856. Was selectman of the town from I861 
to %4, and alderman of the city of Burlington from 
1865 to ^69 ; was state's attorney for Chittenden county 
in 1862, ^63 and '64; a senator from that county in 
1865, '66, and lieutenant governor of the state in I872- 
74. In I880 he represented the city of Burlington in 
the legislature, was elected an associate judge of the su- 
preme court, and in I882 was appointed fifth associate 
judge by Gov. Farnham, vice Wheelock G. Veazey, 
promoted. He was elected fifth associate judge in I882. 
Religious preference, Universaiist. 

Hon. John W. Rowell, of Randolph, sixth asso- 
ciate judi^e, republican, was born in Lebanon, N. H., 
June 9, I835. He located in Randolph in I856; was 
educated at the common schools and West Randolph 
Academy, read law, and was admitted to the bar of 
Orange county in 1858. Was state's attorney for Or- 
ange county in 1 862 and '63, represented the town of 
Randolph in 1861 and '62, and was senator from that 
county in I874. Has held the office of director of the 
Northfieid National bank, is now director and vice 
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president of the Randolph National bank ; was elected 
reporter of the decisions of the supreme court in 1872, 
and held the office by continuous elections cind ap- 
pointment till December, I880. He was appointed 
sixth associate judge of the supreme court by Gov. 
Farnham, receiving his commission Jan. 11, I882, 
and was elected sixth associate judge in 1882. Re- 
ligious preference, Christian. P. O. address, West 
Kandolph. 

, Hon. Edwin F. Palmer, of Waterbury, reporter, 
republican, was born in Waitsfield, Vt., in I836. He 
located in Waterbury in I865. Is a graduate of Dart* 

mouth College, class of '62, read law, and was admitted 
to the bar of Washington county in I864. lie was 2d 
lieutenant of Co. B, 13th regiment Vt. Vol. militia, has 
held minor town offices, representing Waterbury in the 
legislature of I880, in which year he was appointed re- 
porter of the decisions of the supreme court. Religious 
preference, Congregationalist. 



EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 

GOVERNOR. 
His Excellency Samuel Everett Pingree, 

of Hartford, was born in Salisbury, N. H., August 2, 
I832, and located in Hartford in I859. He was fitted 
for college at the Salisbury and Andover (N. H.) 
Academies and at Mclndoes Falls ; entered the Soph- 
omore class of Dartmouth College, and was graduated 
in the class of 1857. He studied law in the office of 
the Hon. A. P. Hunton, of fiethel, and was admitted 
to the bar of Windsor county in 1859. In January. 
I860, he began practice where he has since resided. 
At the opening of the rebellion he assisted in recruit- 
ing, and enlisted as a private in Co. F, 3d regt. Vt. 
Vols. Upon its organization he was chosen its first 
lieutenant, and afterward its captain. At the battle 
of Lee^s Mills, April 16, 1862, at die head of four corn- 
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panics he charged upon the rebel lines, and wading 
Warwick Creek, breast-high, under severe fire from 
the enemy, drove them from their rifle-pits. He was 
twice wounded in this b^tde, and thereby was in hos- 
pital during the seven days' battle around Richmond, 
under McClellan, which was the only important battle 
in which the army of the Potomac was engaged when 
he was not present. Subsequently he was promoted 



During the first day's battle of the Wilderness he was 
ordered to take command of the 2d Vermont, and he 
continued in command until it was mustered out of 
service, June 29, I865. In the &11 of I863 he was for 
a while in command of the 7th Maine Vols., and at 
another time of a New Jersey regiment. On his return 
to civil life, he resumed the practice of his profession, 
and was elected state's attorney for Windsor county in 
I869 and IS70. He raised the 8th regiment of Ver- 
mont militia, and was its colonel during its existence. 
He was president of the Reunion Society of Vermont 
Officers and Soldiers in I865. In 1868 he was one of 
the delegates-at-large to the Republican National Con- 
vention at Chicas:o, and in I882 he was elected lieu- 
tenant governor of the State. Religious preference, 
Baptist. At the recent election he was elected, as a 
republican, governor, receiving 42,524 votes, against 
19,820 votes for Lyman W. Redington, democrat, 635 
votes for Samuel Soule, greenbacker, 200 votes for 
Charles M. Stone, independent, and 19 votes scattering. 

Alfred Edwin Watson, of Hartford, secretary of 
civil and military affairs, republican, was born in 
Worcester, Aug. 6, 1857. He is a law student, and 
located in town in 1867. He was educated at the 
Kimball Union Academy, Meriden, N. H., at the St. 
Johnsbury Academy, where he was graduated in 1879, 
and at Dartmouth College, of which he is a graduate, 
class of 1883. Religious preference, Unitarian. 

Edward Thomas Rock, of Rutland, messenger, re- 
publican, was born in Ludlow, June 23, 1S66. He is a 
student. Religious preference, Universalist. 
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David Sumner Stickle, of Hartland, messenger, re- 
publican, was born in Hartland, June 12, 1871. He is 
a student, and is a son of the late Judge Benjamin H. 
Steele. Religious preference, CongregationaJist. 

LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR. 

His Honor Ebenezer J. Ormsbee, of Brandon, was 
born in Shoreham, Vt., June 8, 1834. He received an 
academic education ; read law in the office of Briggs & 
Nicholson, Brandon ; was admitted to the bar of Rutland 
county, and located in Brandon in 1861 . He was second 
lieutenant of Co. G, ist regiment, and captain of Co. G, 
I2th regiment, Vt. Vols. He represented Brandon in 
the general assembly in 1872 and Rutland county in 
the senate of 1878. He was assistant assessor of in- 
ternal revenue from 1867 to 1870, and is a member of 
the republican state committee, and a trustee of the 
Vermont Reform School. He was state's attorney for 
Rutland county from I870 to I874. Religious prefer- 
ence. Episcopalian. He was elected, as a republican, 
lieutenant governor, receiving 42,583 votes, against 
19,694 votes for N. P. Bowman, democrat, 662 votes for 
Milo C. Bailey, greenbacker, 186 votes for Charles 
Woodhouse, independent, and 11 scattering votes. 



TREASURER. 

Hon. William H« DuBois, of Randolph, was born 
in Randolph, March 24, 1835. He received a liberal 
academical education, and early in life entered into 
active business engagements in the city of Boston, 
which continued from I852 to I864, when he removed 
to the city of New York, where for the next five years 
he was engaged in a very extensive and successiul 
business enterprise. In I875 he organized the Ran- 
dolph National bank, and has been its president since. 
He has held various positions of trust and responsi- 
bility, leaving been trustee of the endowment fund of 
the State normal school at Randolph for three years ; 
treasurer of the graded school district and the village 
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of West Randolph since their incorporation; has been 
town auditor repeatedly, which office he now holds. 
In I876 he was a member of the general assem- 
bly from Randolph, was appointed inspector of finance 
by Gov. Fairbanks in the same year, and re-appointed 
by Gov. Proctor in I878, and again by Gov. Farnham 
in I880. He was elected treasurer in 1882. Religious 
preference* Baptist. P. O. address. West Randolph. 
He was elected, as a republican, treasurer, receiving 
42,395 votes, against 19,703 votes for Henry Gillett, 
democrat, 661 votes tor James Minor, greenbacker, 
and 18 scattering votes. 

William A. Briggs, of Montpelier, clerk, republican, 
was born in Keene, N. H., July 31, 1848. He is a 
clerk, and located in town in 1871. He was educated 
at the Keene High School. Religious preference, 
Congregationalist. 

SECRETARY OF STATE. 

Hon. Charles W. Porter, of Montpelier, was 
born in Hartford, Vt., July 11, I849. lie is a lawyer^ 
and was educated at Kimoall Union Academy, Nleri- 
den, N. II., and at Phillips Andover Academy, from 

which he graduated in I870. He moved to Montpelier 
in I872, studied law in the office of the Hon. B. F. Fi- 
field, and was admitted to the bar of Washington 
county in I874.
